Urge Application Now 
For New Gas Books 


The local rationing board urges 
all car owners who have received 
application blanks for new gasoline 
books, to fill them in and return 
them to the rationing office im- 
mediately. '‘vhe old books will not 
be valid after October 21. Applica- 
tions will be acted on by the board 
in the order that they are received, 
and, as each individual case must 
be reviewed thoroughly, and the 
old and new applications and al- 
lotments examined, prompt action 
by the car-owner jis necessary to 
insure his getting the new book 
by October 22. 

A few books, issued after the 
first general distribution, are valid 
after October 21, and B books, of 
course, are good tor any period 
previously assigned to them. 

Since some confusion has result- 
ed from recent stoppings of cars 
bearing B and C stickers, by state 
inspectors, it is: pointed out that A 
books may be used for any pur- 
pose, and are designed to afford 
240 car miles. When a Bor CG 
book iis issued, however, the gov- 
ernment makes such an allotment, 
in view of the driving done by the 
car owner that is necessary to the 
war effort or the public welfare, 
that only 90 miles may be used for 
other purposes, If a driver is ob- 
served by the authorities under 
such circumstances that it is clear 
that he has exceeded his 90 miles 
of pleasure driving, and that he is 
using some of the gasoline given 
him for business reasons for other 
purposes, suitable action will be 
taken.

It might reasonably have been 
expected that the cnildren would 
take to collecting junk as some- 
thing of a lark. It was quite a 
different matier to expect them to 
work earnestly and diligently all 
through the morning and well into 
the afternoon, to use their heads 
and their backs as strenously as 
they did. 

There wasn’t a slacker among 
them. A group of perhaps 15 were 
seen around noon, carrying a huge 
pbed-spring up North Main street, 
loaded two feet deep with an amaz- 
ing assortment of scrap. Two more 
youngsters, totally unperturbed, 
were wheeling a bed frame past 
the National bank. Householders 
around Holt road watched in 
amazement as the youngsters ad- 
vanced with a horse and wagon. 
Scouting forays forged well into 
Ballardvale and West Andover. 

The piles around the schools, 
when the job was sweatingly com- 
pleted, were something to see. It 
was a remarkable achievement for 
1500 youngsters from high, junior 
high and grammar, public and pa- 
rochial schools. It was a smashing 
success in the Battle of Andover. 

None of the numerous previous 
appeals for scrap of every descrip- 
tion will be as searching as the one 
to be conducted here Sunday. It is 
hoped that every bit of scrap, down 
to battered teapots and pans, will 
ibe made available to the collectors. 
The effort of the individual will 
mean everything. 

Metals, rags and rope, rubber are 
particularly needed, and house- 
holders are urged to make separate 
piles of those three materials by 
Saturday evening on the curbings 
before their homes. Trucks will be 
sent through town to collect the 
scrap, starting at 9:30 Sunday 
morning. There will be 48 different 
vehicles on the job, 33 trucks and 
15 station wagons. Nine trucks will 
ibe available to collect extra-heavy 
masses of junk, if the person own- 
ing them will call the civilian de- 
fense office, telephone 13861, before 
Saturday. 

Townspeople are cautioned not 
to throw away anything which they 
really need, and not to stop saving 
serap after the collection. There 
will be other collections, and they 
may even be more intensive. Those 
who will have any amount of tin, 
other metals, rubber, rope and rags 
accumulating some time after Sun- 
day’s collection need not wait for a 
future round-up; they may bring 
them to the town scrap heaps them- 
selves. 

An enormous total of 275,000 
pounds of metal ‘alone is needed 
from Andover at the present time, 
an average of 25 pounds for every 
man, woman and child who lives 
here, More than two tons of tin 
was collected recently; more than 
40 tons of materials was sent to 
the Gutterson and Gould yards 
Monday; 40 more were collected 
Tuesday. But the surface has not 
yet ‘been scratched.

We have a quota, a big 
quota, but let’s make it look puny! Let’s keep faith with those 
boys of ours in the Solomons, in New Caledonia, in England, 
all over the globe, those boys who will be so dependent on that 
scrap. And let’s keep faith with that bunch of youngsters who 
went out Tuesday; let’s give our scrap to make their adult 
world worth living for. 

Scrap, of course you have scrap! You’ve got lots of it. What 
is it? It’s any metal, any rubber that the armed forces of this 
country need more than you do. You don’t have much metal 
that won’t answer that definition of scrap; look around you 


and get it all out on your curbing for Sunday afternoon.

Lane Asks Benefits 
For Merchant Seamen 


Congressman Thomas J. Lane 
filed a bill Tuesday with the clerk 
of the House of Representatives to 
confer the same rights, privileges, 
and benefits upon members of the 
Merchant Marine _ during the 
present war as are conferred upon 
members of the armed forces, Ac- 
cording to this bill any laws here- 
tofore and hereafter enacted con. 
ferring rights, privileges, or bene- 
fits upon persons serving with our 
armed forces shall be applicable 
to any person who serves as a mem- 
ber of the United States Merchant 
Marine during the period begin- 
ning September 27, 1941, and ena. 
ing with the termination of the 
present war. 


The bill specifically protects 
those men serving with the Mer- 
chant Marine prior to outbreak of 
war since many of our vessels 
made perilous trips into the war 
zone prior to American entry into 
the conflict. The first Merchant 
Marine casualty list of World War 
II, recently released by the Navy 
Department, revealed that there 
were a total of 2223 Merchant 
Marine casualties between Septem- 
ber 27, 1941, and August 1, 1942, 
The Congressman stated that these 
losses clearly show that the mem- 
bers of the Merchant Marine are 
daily risking their lives to supply 
both the armed forces and civilian 
population with essential commo- 
dities. Congressman Lane is of the 
opinion that the families and de- 
pendents of these men should be 
protected to the same extent as 
members of the armed forces. 


Included in the list of casualties 
are 254 New Englanders. Of these 
there were 60 dead and 194 miss- 
ing. One hundred and eighty-three 
were from the State of Massachu- 
setts.

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Fischer Pleads For 


Indian Freedom 


America Should Intervene 
In Present Serious Crisis 


There was never as much dis- 
trust of the British in India as 
there is at the present time, and 
the Indians may eventually go over 
to the Axis and cause the allies to 
lose the war, if America does not 
attempt to arbitrate the crisis, ac- 
cording to the declaration of Louis 
Fischer, noted author and column- 
ist, in George Washington hall 
Friday night. The address marked 
the opening of Phillips Academy’s 
series of entertainments for the 
coming season, 

If India should be invaded, most 
likely by the Japanese, but possibly 
by afresh German drive, Mr. 
Fischer continued, the Indians 
might offer only their famed “pas- 
sive resistance’ or none at all. The 
Indians would fight for their coun- 


' try if they really believed it was 


their country, but they do not see 
any signs that complete indepen- 
dence will be theirs after ithe war. 
India does not now hope for com- 
plete independence during the war, 
but asks only for a transfer of po- 
litical power. 

Its leaders would be well content 
to leave jurisdiction in military af- 
fairs in the hands of the British 
Far Hastern command. 

Now is the time for such a trans- 
ferrence of power, he said. With 
the political power vested in In- 
dia’s own government, and the mi- 
litary government handled by the 
British, there could be no chaos, 
no civil war, no bloodshed, no (be- 
trayal. The process must tbe gra- 
dual, and must ibe undertaken dur- 
ing the war; if the British were to 
simply drop India after the war, 
the consequences would be dire 
ones, 


American forces are now help- 
Ing to defend India, he continued, 
and the presence of our troops: 
there makes our intervention in 
Indio-British affairs a logical step. 
“We have a great stake there,” he 
added. 


If the German and Japanese for- 
ces join in India, however, they 
will hold the whole Asia-Huropean 
continent, and the war will be pro- 
longed, and probably, lost. “India 
Is, therefore, in the largest frame- 
work of the world’s strategy.” And 
once German and Japanese forces 
approached India on each side, it 
would be inevitable that it suc- 
cumb to their desires. 

Indian problems are serious 
ones. It has a population of 400 
millions, with a 5 million annual 
Increase, Many diverse problems 
arise from such vast populations, 
Which are not mitigated by the 
fact that millions of them, Mo- 
blame. Hindus, Untouchables and 

le other castes and classes, are 
divided into alien camps. None the 
less, India feels that it has 
reached its full maturity as a na- 
tion, and that it is time for it to 
work its own destiny. 

Even compared to the low stand- 
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ards of living in China, India’s 
population is miserably poor. 
Whether rightly or not, they blame 
their troubles on British rule, and 
want to supplant it with their 
own. 


Mohandas K. Gandhi, the little 
73 year old sage, is “the biggest 
thing in India today,” he intimated. 
He is the key or symbol to what 
all Indians want; because of his 
incarceration, India “was never as 
anti-British as it is today.” Fischer 
stated that there is not, in the his- 
tory books, one effort by the Brit- 
ish to make peace between the 
Hindu and Moslem factions, al- 
though there have been many 
measures which have further es- 
tranged them. “If the British 
wished, they could have political 
unity in India within 48 hours.” 


“In the last World War,” he con- 
cluded, “we won a victory and 
lost a peace. If we do not elimin- 
ate such policies, there can easily 
be a third world war. Imperialists 
do not recognize that imperialism 
is dead. The world is malleable 
now, ready for changes both here 
and abroad.”
